SCHOOL | 
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To THE CiTIZENS OF MEREDITH :— 

I feel that the report of my colleague, Mr. Swain, has ma- 
terially lightened my labors, touching, as it does, briefly upon 
important points regarding the qualification of teachers, hence, 
I commend it to their notice, and bid them beware. 

The standard of qualifications required for teaching is far in 
advance of what it was, even five years ago, and the teacher 
who cannot examine her,class in arithmetic, or geography, or 
grammer, without the open text-book in hand is not what we 
want in any one of our schools. 

The schools in this part of the town have, on the whole, 
been successful. In three out of the six districts, under my 
supervision, teachers of experience and who are well known 
in this vicinity have been employed. I shall, therefore, speak 
but briefly of those. schools. ° 

The registers have been well and carefully kept. 

The whole number of scholars enrolled and attending school 
during the vear is 352, the number not attending, as reported 
by teachers, 4; which is probably far too small. 

All have attended to reading and spelling; to penmanship, 
205; arithmetic, 250; geography, 188; grammer, 132; his- 
tory, 26; composition and rhetoric, 16; to the higher branches 
including geometry, algebra, book-keeping and philoso- 
phy, 31. : 


We. have exchanged grammers, putting in ‘‘Harvey’s,” so_ 
we have uniformity in this branch as well as a superior text- 
book. F 

The town has purchased the State maps for the several dis- 
tricts, and they will probably be distributed at the beginning of 
the next school year. ; 

District No. 2. Miss Ellie Bedee taught both terms. The 
order was good, the work thorough and satisfactory.

REPORT... OF) THE 


Inthe report cf last year, the committee unanimously recom- 
mended that some attempt be made to arrange and classify 
the pupils according to their merits, also, that the number of 
classes be reduced, and that we lay out some regular course of 


_ study in each department. 


Your Committee began the present year by fully adopting 
these recommendations. The number of recitations in each de- 


partment was limited to twelve, (a much smaller number than 


formerly,) and a uniformity of text-books insisted upon. 


_ The Teachers were also instructed to. classzfy and promote 


scholars according to their ability, and for no other reason. 

These reforms have produced very gratifying results, 
and we are able to report a marked improvement in all the 
schools. under our charge. 

We have been much favored by having efficient teachers in 
all the departments. The discipline and deportment of the en- 
tire school has been good. 
~ The Primary department, as in former years, has been under 
the instruction of Miss Emma W. Cox, whose methods are too 


well known to need any special endorsement. With her labors 


_ we have been entirely satisfied.

The services of Mrs. David Cram, a well known teacher 
from Centre Harbor, were secured for the Intermediate depart- 
ment. _ Owing to the state in which she found: the school, as 
mentioned in the report of last year, the task was a dzfficult 
one; she has succeeded in bringing order out of chaos, and 
arranging the pupils in classes according to their scholarship. 
This department suffers more than others from the entrance 
of scholars at all times through the te1m from other schools. 
These scholars are seldom able to grade properly with the classes 
already formed, and so lower the average standing of the class. 
We see no help for this, so long as new families move in; the 
children must be placed somewhere, and they must 


be classed the best they can. 
Mrs. Cram has fully met the expectations of your commit- 
tee both as an instructor and disciplinarian. 


The Higher department has been under the instruction of 


Mr. Fred McIntire, a graduate of New Hampton who came to 


us with the warmest endorsements of his teachers, and of com- 
mitees in towns where he had taught. 


He has the gift of management and is faithful and thorough 
in all his*work. knowing how to maintain his authority and yet 
keep the good will of the pupils. Many of his scholars show 
marked improvement in their studies since the beginning of the 
school year. It was fortunate that we could secure him for this 
position. 


Your committee do not desire to be understood as saying 
that the school is what it should be; there is in many respects 
room for improvement, but we think the right beginning has 
been made and we would reccommend the present system of 
grading and classification be continued until a thorough trial 
be given it. 

We would also urge the parents of the district to take a more 
lively interest in the schools,and to visit them not only at the 
end of the term, but at eny time when the school is about its
